Yeats Makes Plea for Art 


New York, Feb. 9.—[8pecial.}—~William But- 
ler Yeats, the Irish dramatist and poet, gave his 
first of a series of American lectures at the Uni- 
versity club at Brooklyn tonight. His subject 
was “The Theater and Its Relation to Beauty.” 

“There have always been two forms of 
drama,” Mr. Yeats said, “the idealistic drama, 
dealing with personages that nevér existed, and 
in language that was elevated and artificial, the 
drama of the nobles; and with it the realistic 
drama of the people. With the rise of democ- 
racy there has been an increase of the realistic 
drama in our times, and now there is a world 
wide movement on the stage to get away from 
realism and back to the poetic, 

“The new school looks upon the stage ams a 
musica] instrument and uses it as a stage and 
not as a painted background. The new theater 
ia wide in scope. Anything that has ever stirred 
the tmagination may come upon it, and ite 
drama ig for the aristocracy of taste. 

“Real artiste have sounded the depths of 
experience. They realize that there is nothing 
in it; that Mfe is a preparation for something 
that never happens. The popular writers and 
popular preachers have created a false beauty 
and a false faith. The artist, by showing men 
reality, will bring about a truer beauty and a 
truer faith.”
